In 
fact few  athlotle followers 
could tell you who won the 
Olymptc Marathon of 1908, © 

But they all know the name 
of Dorando, 


A LITTLE MAN 


Hin full name was Dordndo 
Piotri. He was o 22-year-old

sort of chap who goes aboul his 
work consci¢nilously ard ds 
quite content to let the world 
fo by.
